“Gazette” Reporter. 


Mrs. Potts Attempted Suicide 
Last Night. 


A Bad Woman Put Out of the 


Way by the Hand 
of Justice. 


Special tothe GAZETTE. | 

Eko, Nev., (Midnight), June 20.~— 
Elko is in a smoldering fermentiof ex- 
citement. Parties are pouring in, both 
civilians and officials. Opinion is di- 
vided regarding the execution; a ma- 
jority favor Potts. A woman named 
Spencer who attended the meeting a 


few days ago to secure a commutation 


of sentence, was carried out raving, 


and was taken to California yesterday 
for mental treatment. Over sixteen 
women have already applied to the 
sheriff for permits to witness the exe- 
caution, but were refused. The con- 
duct of Mrs. Potts the past five days 
has been an alternation of hysterics, 
crying, screaming and swearing at her 
husband (through the latticecell bars), 
who mopes the time away at solitare, 
and is wearing to a shadow through 
mental anxiety and ’ suspense. Be- 
tween her shrieks she yells out to 
him, ‘‘Drop your d——d solitaire you 
b———-d and drop on your prayer 
bones to pray for you soul.’”’ A few 
days ago the husband, still infatuated 
with his wife, and anxious to screen 
her, tolda visitor that he alone was 
guilty of the crime. ‘‘You lie you 
s—— of a b—— 
“you KNOW YOU LIE,”’ 


She exclaimed. A constant watch has 
had to be kept on her for months past. 
She further said that she intended to 
make a four-hour talk on the scaffold, 
evidently with the view that she could 
exceed the time allotted forthe exe- 
cution, and have her lawyer introduce 
technical law points. In view of this 
apprehension of trouble the hour of 
execution has been kept a profound 
secret. She has had her shroud made 
for a long time, tries it on every day, 
and says she wants a coffin big enough 
to turn around in. 

This morning at 5 o’clock she at- 
tempted to committ suicide by gashing 
her wrists and trying to smother her- 
self, but the vigilance of the death- 
watch prevented her. She fainted 
from loss of blood. A doctor was 
called, who bandaged and revived her. 

Both retired early in a terribly ner- 
vous condition. Strict orders were 
issned by the Sheriff that no visiters 
should be allowed. 

Such was the situation at midnight. 


An Interview Impossibie. 

Evxo, Nev., June 20.—It is 
absolutely impossible to __inter- 
view the Potts. The past forty-eight 
hours, and up to execction, the death 
watch is vigilant and all newspaper 
maneuvres fruitless. The spiritual 
adviser, Dr. Porter, is the only one ad- 
mitted. He claims that within the 
past day and a half the Potts have 
experienced a great change of heart 
and accepted the christian plan of sal- 
vation. Mrs. Putts suddenly become 
docile and resigned, who has never 
been in church since the day of her 
marriage. 

The execution is set for 9 a.m. For 
an hour past the Sheriff and deputies 
have been experimenting on the drop 
of the seaffold. There is no excitement 
or crowd whatever, as was expected, 
the majority believing the execution 
will come off after 12 o’clock.

from initiative, the habit of minute 
economies, of self-abnegation in little 
things. It is my experience, for in- 
stance, that in sending a young man to 
do a day’s literary work in another 
town, when his expenses are paid, he 
needs no instruction as to having a com- 
fortable lunch, giving the necessary 
time to it, and taking a cab or carriage 
to save time or avoid a wetting; where- 
as such duties have to be laboriously 
impressed upon a woman; and, after all, 
she usually goes a whole day on a cup of 
tea, and gets her feet wet by walking 
where she should ride. She is also less 
ready to meet an emergency by inde- 
pendent action, not for want of readi- 
ness, but from long habits of self-dis- 
tyust. All these are drawbacks that 
must be cleared away if women are to 
compete with men in what has hitherto 

n men's sole work. Whether it is 
best that they should so compete is not 
n the question; for the Bureau of 
Statiqtics shows it to be already settled.
